and development—is a weird, fascinat¬ 
ing narrative, fraught with awe and 
wonderment to the superstitious and in¬ 
struction to the .student. It is a storv of 
brutality and exploitation between man 
and man from tin- lime we first catch a 
glimp.se of him emerging from behind 
the mists of mythology and fable: ami 
each and cvitry age has hecpieathed it.s 
legacy of misery and degradation, in a 
more or less degree, to its successor. It 
is due to this fact that the despairing 
pessimistic cry of tic superficial observ¬ 
er is evoked, and the cry is re-echoed 
from age to age, "as it always has been 
so will it always be." The.se pessimists 
cannot grasp the fact that the very pni- 
cess by which humanity has reached its 
presenf stage of development gives a 
negative answer to their despairing ci\ 
h'or what dties the story of man's devel¬ 
opment teach us if not the great fact re¬ 
vealed to us by modern scitT:cc--thal 
"all things Mow"? In other words, tlyit 
nature, including society, government 
industry and politics, are undergoing a 
process of change, growth and develop¬ 
ment. and for the pessimist to give vent 
to his wail of despair is only evidence of 
his ignorance not only of history, hut of 
social forces at work right under his 
very eves. Mo<lerik.srienco. I say, has 
long ago exploded the fallacy contained 
in the. assertion that "as it always has 
been, so will it always he," and it no 
longer carries any weight in intelligent 
discussion. The man who realizes this 
great fact, that change and growth is 
the law of life, is naturally confronted 
with the ipiestion, not what is man’s ul¬ 
timate de.stiny. hut what is the next step 
to take in the direction of his historical 
goal? Will the next stage in human 
history destroy the exploitation of man 
by man, t)r will it reproduce it in an¬ 
other form Docs the present system, 
commonly <lcsignated as capitalism, hear 
■within it evidence of its difay and dis¬ 
solution. and as a eonsequeuee contain 
within it the germ'-tti a higher stage of 
civilization? -\nd finally, if evidence ex¬ 
ists ]K)inting to the birth of a new so¬ 
cial order, is it to he realized in the near 
future or in ages yet to come? These 
are questions that can only he answered 
not from some abstract principle of jus¬ 
tice. hut by exaniiiiiug the present so¬ 
ciety in which we ‘‘live, move and have 
our being." We must find an answer to 
these questions by examining economic 
laws and stKial forces in order to deter¬ 
mine the tendency and direction in which 
society is moving. 

First, a few brief remarks on social 
.systems that have passed away. Ages 
ago man was of a roving or nomadic 
disposition, and roamed through the 
forests clothed in the skins of wild beasts 
and living on wild animals, berries, fish, 
etc. He fought and killed those belong¬ 
ing to foreign tribes, and the .same was 
meted out to him. He ate his enemies 
and was eaten by them. .At a later .stage 
he began to tame wild animals and live 
on milk and the produce of flocks ami 


a definite aim in view. He lives in one 
age under a given, S(xial sy.stcni. and 
as industry advances it gives rise to new 
classes and new social factors hitherto 
unknown, and as the latter develop and 
expand they finally push their way to 
the front and gain the ascendency over 
the old. 

higher stage of civilization has been 
reached, even though misery and ex¬ 
ploitation still prevail. What. then, is 
the answer to the questions asked 
above? As a Siicialist, F believe that 
abundant evidence exists pointing to a 
world transformation, in which exploit¬ 
ation will cease to be a f.ictor in human 
advancement, and that the next stage 
in history is n<)t far off wherein jx-ace 
and plentv will abound for all. I be¬ 
lieve that the germ <if the new society is 
contained within the capitali.stic husk, 
and all that is necessary is to remove 
the husk in order to realize the "glo¬ 
rious new time," What is the evidence’ 
1 piiint you to the marvelous develop¬ 
ment of machinery and the factory sys¬ 
tem, wherein thousands of workers co¬ 
operate in pnxlucing wealth in ahtmd- 
ance undreamed of in any past age. I 
point you to the rise of those great so¬ 
cial t)rganizations. known as monopolies 
and trusts, tfiat bring industry under a 
unified and scientific control and elimi¬ 
nate such waste of human energy as is 
the result of wild competition. 

Itut you say these things are inju¬ 
rious to the great masses today. True 
hut why? Itecause they are owued h\ 
a class of capitalists, hence they get all 
the benefits accruing from such own¬ 
ership. This is the husk (ownership by 
capitalists) which I simke of as being 
necessary to remove in onler to realize 
the blessings that these things ought 
to bestow. < fwnership is the key to the 
situation. If owned by capitalists, capi¬ 
talists will receive all the benefits; if 
owned h\ society at large, then each 
and every individual will he joint owners 
and will share in the benefits in propor¬ 
tion as they coinrihute their share" of 
useful labor. 

Eurthermore, it is illogical to allow a 
few to .own and control those great in¬ 
dustrial institutions, for capitalists have 
demonstrated their incapacity to oper 
ate them any longer. Industrial panics 
strikes and lockouts are becoming more 
frequent every day, often resulting in 
violence and bloodshed. Hence they 
have proven themselves unfit any longer 
to manage them, and .social welfare de¬ 
mands that they be taken [xj.ssessioii of 
and operate<l Ify organized society in the 
interests of all. It is folly to talk of de¬ 
stroying thenj by law. Hundreds .of 
laws ha\e bceii passed against .them to 
no effect, for thoj' cannot be destroyed 
They are the inevitable outgrowth of 
private proj>erty. which implies the 
right of an inulividual to accumulate as 
nitich as he caA. If a law should.happen 
to be {)assed that might worry them to 
some extent, they would simply rely 01. 
"gentlemen's agreements," as some rail¬ 
roads do now.: 

•Again, machinery, tru.sts. etc., are not 
the result of the invention or labor of 
any single indijridual. and should not be 
owned by a class of individuals. N'o one 
can point to these things and say. “I 
made this" or f I made that." 'J'hey are 
the result of the combined labor and 
genius of thousands who have "crossed 
the great divide," and it is an absurdity 
to allow capitalists to own them. Tliey 
are the co-operative product of society 
and should be owned, controlled and 
their benefits distributetl by society co¬ 
operatively organized. 

Machinery, co-operative labor and 
trusts are the germs of a new civiliza- 


was 

the compassion which philanthropists of 
the upper classes felt for the poor and 
w retched. Among these philanthropists 
the Socialists were the boldest and those 
who -saw funherest ahead; they per¬ 
ceived clearly that the sources of the 
proletariat lay in the ])rivatc ownership 
of the means of production, and they did 
not stick at drawing the fullest conclu¬ 
sions from the.se premrses. Socialism at 
that time was the most earnest, far-see¬ 
ing and magnificent expression of capi¬ 
talist philanthropy. 

.\t that time there was no class in¬ 
terest which the Socialists couhl call up¬ 
on in the h.attic for the realization of 
their aims; they could only appeal to 
the enthusiasm and pity of the idealists 
• )f their own and of the .still higher class¬ 
es; they sought to gain these over by 
captivating pictures of a sociali.st com¬ 
munity and by forcible presentations of 
•he exi.sting misery among the masses 

Not through struggle, but by peaceful 
methods of suasion were the rich and 
llip mighty to he moved to furnish-the 
means for the radical cure of misery and 
the establishment of the ideal S'Kiety 
It is well known that the socialists rtf 
that time waited in vain upon the mil¬ 
lionaires and,princes from whose mag¬ 
nanimity thc.^ redemption of mankind 
was expected to come. 

During the first decades of onr cen¬ 
tury the proletariat began to give signs 
of life, liefore the thirties the first in¬ 
ceptions of a labor movement were no¬ 
ticed in the United States; in the thirties 
strong movements started in F'rance 
and especially in England. 

These manifestations were meaning¬ 
less to the Socialists of those days. Tlicy 
did not think it possible that the poor 
ignorant, rude proletarians could ever 
attain the mural elevation and social 
power recpiisite to put through Social¬ 
ist aspirations. 

Hut it was not qnly lack of confidenr. 
that labor movement inspired them 
with; it furthermore disturbed their cal¬ 
culations; it threatened to rob them of 
what they considered a most effective 
weapon in their argunients in favor of 
Socialism. 

These capitalist Socialists could hope 
to convince the sensitive members of 
their own class of the necessity of So¬ 
cialism only if it was shown to them 
that it was the only means whereby to 
alleviate misery; that every attempt to 
do so to improve the condition of the 
propertyless classes under the existing 
social system was vain; and that it was 
impossible for the proletarians to raise 
themselves by their own efforts. 

The labor movement, however, pro- 
cec<lcd from premises that stood in con¬ 
tradiction to this motic of reasoning. 
Nor was this all. Tlie class struggle f>e- 
tween proletarians and capitalists em¬ 
bittered, as a matter of course, the latter 
against the former. 

In the eyes of the capitalist class the 
proletariat had been transformed from 
unhappy people, worthy of pity. who. 
should be helped, into a pack of mis¬ 
creants that should be beaten and kept 
down. Forthwith the principal source 
of Socialism—compassion for the poor 
and wretched—beg^n to dry up. 

The tenets themselves of Socialism no 
longer lookctl to the frightened capital¬ 
ist class as a harmless toy, but as a most 
dangerous weapon that might possibly 
fall into the hands of the people, and 
do no end of mischief. _

It is not an ideal 
plan evolved in the hraiii of .some dream¬ 
er. hut a necessary result of economic 
forces ai work in modern siK-iety. 

1 he task liefore us at the presetit litue 
i.s to organize, educate and agitate. So¬ 
cialism will give us a co-operative fra¬ 
ternal society, ami give to every one the 
full social value of their lahor. It will 
remove the i.xresent capitalistic class jia- 
lernalism that exists today with all its 
hrutal and ilegrading exploitation of wo¬ 
men and little children. It will give rmim 
for siieh an imellcctual expansion as no 
age yet has provided. "Common own- 
‘^fship of the means of wealth prixluc- 
tion should he the battle-cry (a peace¬ 
ful one, by the way) of the ilisinheritcif 
ami all those interested in ohtaining a 
higher civilization. 

W hen this is accomplished the ".Storv 
of Man" will no longer be a record of 
injustice and brutality between Itumaii 
beings, but e-ich succeeding page added 
to this black and blood-stained voliime 
will be evidence of the fact that man 
lias at last tiecome conscious of his ex¬ 
istence. and enable him to more ami 
more modify the conditions that sur¬ 
round him in order that all his faculties 
may have ample room for further devel¬ 
opment. This is the iirogram that the 
twentieth century presents to us. Shall 
wc take advantage of it? Sliall we 
mount this juggernaut-car of capitalism 
that crushes its millions, both physically 
and menially, and assume the reins of 
stxiial control, or shall we allow it tr 
proceed unrestrained in its destructive 
course? This is the question that the 
twentieth century presents for an an¬ 
swer to the men of brawn and brain who 
have for ages been exploitetl by the idle 
few. Let us hopie that when the transi¬ 
tion comes—as come it must—it will be 
with as little friction as possible, and 
let us work with that end in view.

He 
who stands in the way of progress must 
either step asiile or be crushed. If he 
is crushed, it is evidence of suicide on 
the jiart of the offender. "Merely this 
and nothing more.”

It was a demonstration that will not 
be forgotten by those who t(«)k [lart in 
it. The cohtntn kept growing all along 
the line .and the public demonstratiott 
was clearly indicative of a proiiounceil 
.sentiment favorable to Socialism, which 
will be recitrileil at the polls next .No¬ 
vember. 

, The State Campaign Committee met 
August 27, at 65 N. Clark street, and 
organized permanently, witlW'rederick 
G. Strickland, secretary, and J. S. 
Smith, treasurer. The secretary was 
instructed to communicate as quickly 
as possible with all branches of the S. 
D. P. and .S. U. P.. and .all independent 
Socialist organizations, soliciting funds 
for the united State campaign.
